special survey of planting time for 
Missouri crops has ju st been 
com­ 
pleted by E. A. Logan, A gricultural 
Statistician of the U. S. D epartm ent 
of A griculture, and 
Jewell 
Mayes, 
secretary of the Missouri Board 
of 
A griculture, which indicates th a t Mis­ 
souri farm ers are busily engaged in 
planting some 
kind 
of crop 
each 
month during the entire year except 
November, December 
and 
Jan u ary . 
However, July and A ugust there is 
only a small percentage as these are 
“ h arv est” months. 
Planting for each year really be­ 
gins in the fall before with the seed­ 
ing of w inter w heat and rye in Sep­ 
tem ber and October, also a consider­ 
able portion of alfalfa 
and 
tim othy 
arc sow'n a t this time. 
In F ebruary, 
planting again begins with the sow­ 
ing of clover, tim othy and blue grass 
seed. 
W ork commences in earn est in 
March with the planting of oats, b a r­ 
ley and potatoes, while the real rush 
comes in April when corn planting is 
begun and continues through May and 
into June. 
Crowded into this busy 
season is the seeding of soybeans, 
kaftir corn, sorghum cane, and broom 
corn, not to mention the garden crops 
wnieh m ust be put out from early in 
March to late in June. 
D uring May and June, Missouri fa r­ 
mers usually sow cowpeas and millet, 
while the only 
crops 
sown to any 
large extent in m id-sum m er are buck­ 
w heat in July and turnips in Ju ly 
and A ugust. 
All of this work m ust 
be done at the proper time else boun­ 
tiful harvests 
seldom 
follow 
seed 
time. 
Upon the completion of corn plant­ 
ing in June, harvesting of wheat, oats, 
and hay follow in quick succession 
and in the fall, the g athering of corn 
crowds upon the finish of w heat seed­ 
ing and often lasts until late in De­ 
cember. 
To the unthinking, 
farm in g ap ­ 
pears to be a "hit and miss gam e,” 
but it requires planning and the in­ 
vestment of capital with the employ­ 
ment of much skill 
along 
m onths 
ahead of “cashing in tim e”, just as 
it does in the lines of industrial pro­ 
duction.

BLUE LAW SUNDAY 
FULL OF MISERY 


The present agitation for a “blue 


law Sunday” recalled to a prominent 


Scottish-Ameican 
now resident 
in 
New York, who was born and brought 


up in Glasgow and during the first 
20 years of his life was forced to 


conform to all the “blue law Sunday” 
observances there less than 30 years 
ago. what the people of Glasgow liv­ 
ed under at that time. 
It was far 
from enjoyable, he said, and he want 
ed New Yorkers to know what it was 
like. 
‘To begin with,” observed the for­ 
mer Scot, “ the blue laws were p a rt­ 
ly lega^Prestrictions and for the res! 
the result of customs which had com« 
down from our ancestors. 
Just the 
same, people of every class felt them­ 
selves forced to conform 
“Take the ordinary working m an’s 
family as an example. 
Their Sunday 
observances began on Saturday after­ 
noon and lasted until Monday even- 
ning. 
In the first place, the husband, 
having received his week's pay, would 
sometimes return home and 
divide 
with nis wife. 
When he didn’t 
he 
would go direct to the public house 
and open his Sunday observance 
getting as drunk as possible 
us possible. 
In cases

where he had 
not previously left 
a part of

week’s pay with his wife it was usual 
for his wife to come down to the 
public house, drag him out and make 
him give her as much money as 
had left. 
“As soon as she got her hands on 
some money it was the wife’s

deem 
her 
husband’s 
clothes 
his 
•blacks’. 
At the shop she would meet 
scores of other women of her neigh- 
borhool doing the same thing. 
The 
next step in Sunday observance was 
the return home of the husband aft 
< r the public house had closed at 11 
o’clock, bringing with him a flask of 
whisky. 
Filling these flasks used to 
be the first thing the public 
house 
keeper and his assistant did on Fri­ 
day mornings, so as to be ready 
the Saturday rush. 
It was a Ion 
process, because hundreds went forth 
every Satuday night from every pub 
lie house. 
After returning hmoe the 
husband would immediately go to bed, 
unless, as was often the case, there 
might be an outbreak of hostilities, 
resulting in damages to some member 
of the family. 
“Saturday was a very busy day in 
these Glasgow households. 
No 
re­ 
spectable people 
were supposed 
to 
cook on Sunday, therefore all the Sun 
day meals were prepared Saturday 
night. 
Baths were always taken on 
Saturday night, because no 
dceent 
people took a bath on Sunday, 
a 
though the people of Glasgow were 
believers in the adage that ‘eleanli 
ness is next to godliness.’ 
All house 
hold cleaning and 
furnishings was 
done on Friday night, because Satur­ 
day was a busy day and it was un­ 
thinkable that a broom should he us­ 
ed on the Sabbath 
“Incidentally, all respectable Glas 
gowites spoke of Sunday as the Sab 
bat hDay, it being considered sacri­ 
legious to name it otherwise. 
“Sunday morning was the 
most 
peaceful period of Sabath Day ob­ 
servances, 
The window blinds wore 
drawn. 
No self-respecting family ev­ 
er allowed the sun to shine in its 
windows on the Sabath. 1 he husband, 
sleeping off his liquor of the 
night 
before, did not enter into the family 
life for the time being. 
The children 
and women of the household 
drew 
long faces and went 
to church. Dur­ 
ing this period the husband was for­ 
tified against evil by the flask 
he 
had brought home the night before. 
Whenever he awoke he took a drink, 
then went to sleep again. 
“In the afternoon the family would 
assemble in the house 
behind 
the 
drawn blinds. 
This 
was 
the time 
when recriminations and rows were 
the indoor pastime. 
Late in the after­ 
noon the husband would arise, wash, 


pre- 
This 
always seemed peculiar to me, and I 
ome asked an intimate friend of mine 
why he invariably followed it. 
His 
answer was that he never felt right 
during the next week unless he had 
gone to service the previous Sabbath, 
all of which seems to indicate that 
there was hypocrisy somewhere. 
“ In the afternoon, whenever possi­ 
ble, the childen, and often the older 
members of the family, were sent out 
for a walk. 
They were specifically 
told to go out and study ‘God’s han­ 
diwork.’ 
These excursions sometimes 
led to queer things. 
In my street 
there were a large number of young 
lads who used to go out every Sunday 
and make them«« Ives comfortable in 
a particular wood, where they played 
cards until it was time to go home. If 
hungry they would raid the nearby 
farm ers’ gardens. 
I remember also 
that we young men were often sent 
to the Necropolis, the great grave­ 
yard of the city, where we were sup­ 
posed to read the verses on the tomb­ 
stones and bear them in mind. 
“Taken all in all, it was not a gay 
ife. 
Excursions on the River Clyde 
were not allowed to run, and no one 
was supposed to go out on the river 
in a bout. 
The tram cars only ran 
in the late afternoon and early eve­ 
ning . There were no outdoor sports 
whatever, although there were thou­ 
sands who played football, cricket and 
other games on week days. 
Of course 
no theatrictl performances were al­ 
lowed. except 
sacred 
concerts, 
at 
which there could he no charge, these 
being paid for by a collection, taktn 
just as in church. 
No Sunday 
newspapers were allowed, although it 
was possible surreptitiously to obtain 
the Manchester 
Sunday 
Chronicle. 
The papers read on Sunday were the 
Glasgow Weekly Mail, published on 
Saturday, 
which 
was 
colloquially 
known as ‘Carter’s Bible/ and which 
the husband usually perused between 
naps. 
Children were repressed in every 
possible way. 
They were not allowed 
to play outdoors, and their Sunday 
walk- had to he of the most decorous 
and dull—character. Just as an ex­ 
ample of how they fared I can cite 
the fact that any child caught whis- 
tiling on Sunday received the direst 
punishment. 
I remember once being 
myself caught whistling in a hou.-e 
After being reproved I was sent to 
bed and had to stay there, without 
food, until time for school next day 
“You will note I 
mention liquor 
prominently in connection with the 
Glasgow ‘blue law Sunday/ 
I do so 
because it was quite important. 
Un­ 
der the law a bona fide traveler was 
entitled to eat and drink at his stop­ 
ping places. 
Anybody became a trav­ 
eler by proceeding three miles away 
from his home town. 
Paisley was 
exactly four miles outside the Glas­ 
gow city limits-- the rest is obvious. 
A citizen of Glasgow afflicted with a 
Sunday thirst and not having a con­ 
venient flask journeyed to 
Paisley

cent, according to estimates made by 
the Secretary of Agriculture in h/s 
annual report to the President.

Although the data for the 1920 cen­ 
sus are not yet available, it seems

Secretary 
said,

while the average price of farm land 
and improvements per acre increased 
only 20 per 
cent 
during the

years from 1860 to 1900, the price in 
1920 is two and one-half times that 
of 1910 and five times that of 20 
years ago. 
“The price of farm lands is one of 
the important factors in the problem 
of farm ownership,” said the Secre­ 
tary. 
“ It is estimated that between 
March, 1919, and March, 1920, the in­ 
crease in the selling price of farm 
land and improvements was 21.1 per 
cent. 
In the last five years the in­ 
crease has been 65 per cent 
“ In some sections the net returns on 
the purchase price of farm lands is 
onsiderably less than the 
ordinary 
rate of return on first mortgages and 
similar investments. 
The rental rate 
of cash leases, also, is frequently less 
than half the rate of return 
on mor­ 
tgages. 
Studies made by the depait- 
ment indicate that in certain regions, 
the recent advance in the price 
of 
land has still further aggravated thri 
condition. 
Such a situation is unfor­ 
tunate, for it increases the difficul­ 
ties of a tenant who is seeking to be­ 
come an owner. 
If he borrows a eon- 
iderable part of the purchase price 
of a farm at from 5 to 7 per cent 
and then finds that the investment

Argyl Tilley grew 115.1 bushels

C. M. Burris 107.02 bush­ 
els and Cleo Mock 100.2 bushels. Two 
yields ran between 95 and 100 bush­ 
els and three between 90 and 95. The 
average of the yields seeured by the 
fifty contestants on 
their 
five-acre 
plots was 80.1 bushels.

ago 
the 
Bethany 
Commercial Club started holding corn 
shows and auctioning off all the corn 
shown. 
These 
early 
corn 
shows 
brought in good corn from other coun­ 
ties in this state and several entries 
of high class corn from Indiana. The 
Harrison County farmers soon 
got 
tired of these folks from Indiana and 
from other counties of this State 
coming in and taking off all the first 
prize? so they began buying the best 
seed corn they could 
secure. 
Tw'o 
years ago Argyl Tilley, a young farm­ 
er in Harrison County paid $62 for 
a bushel of seed corn. 
Of course, 
folks laughed at him and said

was foolish. 
Last year he won §125 
in premiums on corn grown from this 
seed and sold over 500 bushels of seed 
at $5 per bushel. 
This year he won 
first at the County Show. 
His bushel 
of corn shown counted 50 per cent of 
hi< score and his yield the other 50 
p*r cent ami by the way, his yield 
was only 115.1 bushel per acre on his 
five-acre plot. 
The yield feature has 
been recognized in our county shows 
only since they came under the direc­ 
tion of the Farm Bureau.

pa kers is handled by a well 
paid 
publicity department. 
In regard to the decreasing prices 
of the by-product*, about which 
the 
ackers are complaining, I will say 
hat the packers could throw all of 
the by-products into the river and 
then make more money on the 
ani­ 
mal in ten days than the producer 
makes in handling the animal 
for 
one year. 
In fact, I know of several 
instances where 
farmers now 
are 
killing their own catt’e throwing the 
jffal away, and selling in small towns 
at 
profit, whereas if 
these 
same 
attle had been sold on the market 
the farmers would have sustained a 
loss, 
(’attle. hogs and sheep are not 
bringing on the market today what 
costs to produce them. 
To solve this question, it is neces- 
ary for the consumer, the man with 
the dinner pail, to understand 
the 
power of the packers to fix prices and 
to know that the producer has noth­ 
ing to say in regard to what he gets 
for his cattle, hogs and sheep. 
It is not a fact that selling prices 
are based on a few cars purchased at, 
we shall say, 8 cents a pound, when 
one hundred or more cars are bought 
at f» to 7 cents a pound? 
Is it not also a fact that when a lib­ 
eral run of cattle, hogs or sheep is on 
hand $1 a hundred is taken 
off on 
the price, and when the run is light 
on these same animals only something 
like 28 cents a hundred pounds is ad­ 
ded? 
In other words it takes several 
days to put back what is taken off in 
one day. 
The producer believes, as does the 
federal trade commission, that there 
is no competition in the packing busi­ 
ness.

make fully a third more corn to the 
acre than I did then, and have de­ 
veloped a variety of corn that pro­ 
duces two cars to each stalk instead 
of one. 
I have improved my cotton. 
I began with two fine large five-lock 
bolls of cotton in 1916 and by follow­ 
ing the recommnedations contained in 
a bulletin I read on cotton cultiva­ 
tion 1 now have a variety of cotton 
that will make from 200 to 300 more 
pounds of seed cotton to the acre 
than the ordinary cotton of our com- 
muniy. 
By following the recommendations 
given by The Progressive Farmer, I

gathered a crop of nubbins from land 
equally as good as mine . 
In fact to read my farm papers is 
like going to a school of better farm­ 
ing all the time. 
I don’t see how 1 
could get along without them.—The 
Progressive Farmer.

products. 
They are rapidly organizing and will 
no doubt within the next year or two 
eliminate many speculators and large­ 
ly do away with the gambling in farm 
products.—The Progressive 
Farmer.
